To tHe PRINTER. 

SIR, 
S you have heretofore received favourably thofe remarks 
I fent you on the ftate of our navy, by inferting my 
letters I am induced again to trouble you on the fame fub- 
ject 5 more particularly at this juncture, that we are on the 
clofe of the prefent campaign, and it behoves us to take a 
view of the arrangements made for commencing the enfuing 
ear with vigour and fuccefs, If we look on the paft tran- 
aétions of the two laft years, how omenous and alarming 
was ouf fitdation eighteen mouths face, when our ancient 
enemies, combined for our ruin, put to fea a fleet of feventy 
line of battle fhips, a force unbeard of till now in hiftory ; a 


force ees was invincible, and te decline a com- 


bat with’ was no difgrace to a Britifh commander ! 
Yet have we feen the hand of Heaven evidently ftretched 


forth ia our behalf, faw it fweep away the numbers that thus 


threatened our deftrution, faw the officers and men in this 
fleet fall by thoufands through ficknefs and peftilence, and 
thus the ftrength of the enemy moslder and confume away ; 
whilft ours, roufed by its late danger, called forth each in- 
nate fpirit, each exertion, which, till then had been want- 
ing to render ns again formidable. We muft remember, 
how, in an expedition no lefs wifely planned than bratily 
executed, a Britifhflect took and deflroyed feveral of our e- 
nemy’s molt refpectable fhips ; how the fame Admiral has 
fuccefsfully fought the enemy in other feas, and fo difabled 
him, that he is obliged to return home to repair his fhatter- 
ed fhips, and recruit his diminifhed numbers In other parts 
a fquadron fent from France to fupport a declining rebellion, 
is blocked up by a fuperior fleet of ours, and, not unlikely, 
may be obliged to furrender to the fuperior force and prow- 
efe of the Britihh Admiral. In Europe, we have feen, du- 
ting a whole fummef, .our eet ride triumphant on the ene- 
my’s feas, and our cruizers poffefs themfelves of feveral capi- 
tal thips of war and privateers. The enemy indeed has had 
the good fortune to intercept a Jarge, rich, and valuable 
convoy of onrs ; but this is all the confolation they have for 
five Spanith fhips of war loft and dettroyed ; fix Spanith of 
the line (including the St Carlos), two French (the Prothe 
and Compte d’Artois, of 64 guns), together with double 
that number of frigates added to the Britith navy. ‘hat 
we are fetting out with a lively profped of ftill more brilli- 
ant fucceffes for the enfuing campain, the candid reader will 
acknowledge, when he confiders that eat er flect 
atrives-in old France, no reinforcements cao ent to their 
fettlements, which, in the Welt Indigggare 4 ¢aded only by 
eight fhips; that on the other hand, fxch*has been the pro- 
vident care of the Lords of the Admiralty, that our Admi- 
rals have, or will fhortly have, the following thips under 
their refpective commands, and all (a few excepted) theath- 
éd with copper, and fupplied with all manner of ftores in 
the greateft abundance. To convince your readers of this, 
permit me to prefent you witha lif of the Britih line of 
battle fhips on the. 1ft of December 1779, which I flatter 
myfelf is pretty accurate, and is drawa from remarks made at 
different times

AMERICAN NEWS. 
From the New Ferfey Gazette of O&. 18. 

Philahelphia, Of. 10. Congrefs having received from 
their Commiffioners at the Court of Verfailles, a copy of the 
treaty of amity and commerce, concluded at Paris on the 
6th of February 1778, between the Plenipotentiaries of his 
Mok Chriftian Majetty and thefe United States, did, on the 
4th of May, that fame year, ratify it in whole ; but on the 
vext day, paffed the following refolution : 

In CONGRESS, May 5. 1778: 

' Refolved, That the Commiflioners, or any one of them, 
refpedting thefe States at.the Court of France, be inftruéted 
toinform that Court, that althoagh Congrefs have readily 
ratified the treaty, of amity and commerce, awd treaty of al- 
liance, and the a& feperate and! feeret between his Moft 
Cliriftian Majetty and thefe United States, in order to evince 
more clearly their fenfe of the magnanimity and goodnefs 
of his Moft Chriftian Majefty, evinced ia the faid treaties ; 
yet, from a fincere defire of rendering the friendthip and al- 
liauce fo happily begun, permanent and perpetual, and being 
-apptshenlive that differences may .arife from the 11th and 
rzth articles in the treaty of amity and commerce, Congrefs 
are defirous that the faid 11th and r2th aiticles may be re- 
voked, and utterly expunged: The Commiflioners, or any 
of them, are therefore inftru&ted. to ufe their beft endeavours 
to procure the abolition of the faid 11th and 11th artieles of 
the faid treaty. oe 

In confequence of which, the following declaration has 
been made and tranfmitted't6 “Congrefs ; 

“TRANSLATION. 
A DECEARATION of the King. 

The Congrefs of the “United States of North America, 
having reprefented ‘to the* King, that the execution of the 
rith article of the treaty of Amity: and Commerce, figned 
the 6th of February laft,-may be attended with inconvenien- 
cies; and baving, in coinfequence thereof, defired that that 
article may be expunged, agreeable on their part, that the 
12th article fhould be confidéred in like manner as null and 
void: His Majeity, in ordet ‘to givé ‘to the United States 
of North America, 3 new, proof of his affeCtion, as well as 

‘of his defire to confirm the union and good corfefpondence 
eflablifhed between the,two States, has been pleafed to pay 
a regard to their reprefentations : Accordingly he hath de- 
clared, and by thefe prefents doth declare, and he confents 
te the fuppréflion’ of the 14th and 12th articles above mea- 
tioned, and that his intention js, that they be confidered as

** Ic is faid, there are letters in town from America, by way of Hol- 
land, which mention, that a detached part of the army from New 
York, confifting of about 350 Britith, and. 600 Heffians, Sc. under the 
command of General Knyphaufen, had farprifed a party of the enemy 
lodged in a wood, which commanded a pafs through. which the’ Britith 
foragers were to march; that the attack was fudden, defperate, and 
well conduéted. The Americans, to the number of. r800 ‘choice 
troops, were obliged to relinquifh their poft, and retreat, with great 
lofs. f 
*¢ 'This'day fomte difpatches were reccived at. the Admiralty from 
Admiral Datby, aud are faid to be of a nature that has given -Miniftry 
much unegiinets, the Admiral having had four thips of the line fepa- 
rated from him in the ttorm he met’ with, and being in‘other refpecs 
much weakenéd,*thoull he happen to fall in with the combined fcct. 

** We are uneafy about Darivy’s fleet. “It is faid they parted in. a 
ftorm, at atime when moft of the Captains and Liettenants were call- 
ed on board the Admiral. One of them put into leland in diftrefs. 
It is alfo faid the news from Charleftown are not favourable. 

* It is faid that ‘twelve’ thoufand men are to embark for America 
early in the {pring; ‘and: by draughts out of the Guards, with the 6ad 
regiment, ab.ody of 1:00 ts to be fent off the beginning of January. 

* Within thefe few days the language of Government has been ve- 
ry much altered with regard to Lord George Gordon. ‘The Miniftry 
do not mow pretend that they have evidence to convié him of high 
treafon, but whi/per through their friends, that they have had the no- 
ble Lord Kept in confinement, not for the purpefe of punifhment, tut 
merely to prevent him fromit. They fay, if he had been tried foon 
aiter the riots, the public would have been {6 incenfed againft him, 
that nothing lefg than his life would have appeafed their rage ;. where- 
as the matter being now in a manner forgotten, and the paffions of 
the multitude cooled, the profecution again{t the noble Lord may gra- 
dually drop, 'and finally die away. Whether this is, or is not the cafe, 
cannot perhaps be pofitively afcertained; but it may be taken for 
truth, that.jt is given on the information of a worthy Alderman of 
this city, who may be fuppofed to be acquaiuted with it. - 

* The Attorney-General’s opinion as to the illegality of examining 
prifoners accufed in the firft inftance in a public manner, has ftruck 
the trading juftices of this metropolis with fuch a panic, that there is 
not one of them that has not fhut up thop, and the examination of 
prifoners is now as private as any thing done in the Court of Inquiti- 
tion in Spain. The public, however, coincide with the Attorney- 
Géneral on the oceafion, and think he is deferving the thanks of the 
coniniunity, for fupprefling a part of the police that tended to expofe 
many an innocent perfon, who, upon his examination, was found to 
have been unjuftly accufed of a crime.

4 REPORT of the Commifioners appointed to examine, 
take, and fate, the PUBLIC ACCOUNTS of the King- 


dom. 


HE aét of Parliament that conftitutes us Commiffion- 

ers for examining, taking, and ftating, the public 

accounts of the kingdom, being paffed, we entered imme- 

diately upon the execution of the powers thereby velted in 

us; we took the oath prefcribed, and fettled the neceflary 
arrangements of office and forms of proceeding. 

The légiflgtare not having left to our difcretion, which 
of ‘the various fubje&s iaberied to our confideration we 
“thould begin oor enquiries with, but, on the contrary, hav- 
ing exprefsly directed us,“ in the firft place, to take an 
account of the public monry in the hands of the feveral ac- 
countants, ‘and for that purpofe to call upon them to deliver 
in a cath account; and to confider what fum «t might be 
ev to. leave in the hands of each accountant refpective- 

y» for carrying on the fervices to which the fame is or might 
be applicable, and what fums might be taken out of their 
hands for the public fervice ;”” we, in obedience to the act, 
immediately applied ourfelves to that fubjcét. 

The public accountants may be dittinguifhed into three 
claffes. 

1h. Thofe who rective public money from the fubject, to 
be paid into-the Exchequer. 

adly. Thofe, who reccive. public money out of the Ex- 
thequer by way of impreft, and upon account. 

gly." Thofe’ who receive public money from certain of 
this laft clafs of accountants, fubje@ to account, and who 
may be called Tab-accountants. : 

We began our enavinies in the firft clafs, and of. that 
clafs, with the Receivers Genera} of the land-tax, To come 
at a knowledge of their names, and of the balances of pub- 
lic money in their hands, we procured from the Tax-office 
the laft certificate of the remains of the land-tax. By that 
certificate it a 
houfe-tax, to Lady-day laft, the arrears in the hands of the 

Receivers General, upon the 14th July Jaft, amounted to 
the fam of three hundred and ninety-cight thoufand feven 
hundred and forty-eight pounds nine thillings and five-pence 
halfpenny. ~ 
As this certificate: was grounded upon returns not made 
to us, but to the Tax-office, we iffued our precepts to eve- 


Receiver General of the land-tax, and to the reprefenta- ° 


tives of thofe who were dead, requiring them furthwith to 
tranfmit to us an account of the public money in their hands, 
cuftody, or power, at the time they fhould cach of them 
receive our precept. 

Returns were accordingly made to al] our precepts; a lift 
of which returns, with their feveral dates, is fet furth in the 
Appendix to this Report ; and from thefe it appears, that 
the balances of the taxes on land, windows and houles, fer- 
vants, and inhabited houfes, remaining in their rc{pective 
hands upon the days therein mentioned, amounted to the 
fum of fix hundred and fifty-feven thoufand four hundred 
pounds thirteen fhillings and four-pence. 

We proceeded, in Ge text place, purfuant to the direc- 

‘tions of the aét, to enquire to what ferviegs chefe fums were 
in thehands of the refpective ac- 


countants. ; i 6) 

And we find,’ that by the militia act, of the fecond of his 
prefent Majeity, ‘the Receiver General of the Jand-tax for 
every county, is required to pay to the commanding oficer 

every company of the militia of that county, being order- 
ed out into, or being out in, actual fervice, ove guinca for 
‘each. private man belonging to his company, upon the day 
appointed for marching ; and that, by the act of the twen- 
tieth of his prefent Majelty, for defraying the charge of the 
pay and clothing of the militia, he is ordered to pay to the 
clerk of the general mectings five pounds five fhillings for 
each meeting, and to every of the clerks of the fub-divifion 
meetingss one pound one fhilling for each meeting ; and, 
— the charges of colleting, receiving, and accounting, 
we do not find, that, when the militia is embodied, the du- 
ties colleGed by thefe receivers are liable to any payments, 
or applicable to any fervices whatf{oever. 

In the returns made to us by the Receivers General, fuch 
fums as are ftated to have been paid for thefe fervices of the 
militia, for the ‘year 1779, are different in different coun- 
ties; but as thefe payments cannot, from the nature of them, 
amount in any county to a confiderable fum, we couccive 
they may be made out of the current receipt of thofe taxes. 

As the Receiver General is required by the land-tax ad, 
within twenty days at fartheft after he has received money 
for that duty, and by the aéts which grant the duties on 
‘houfes, windows, fervarits, and inhabited houfes, within 40 


zt" ‘days after he has received thofe duties, to pay the fame into 
"%. the Exchequer; it became neceffaty for us to efquire upon 


what grounds, and-for what purpofes, the Receivers Gene- 
ral retained in their hands fo confiderable a part of thefe 
duties, fo long after the fame ought, according to the direc- 
- tions of the feveral ais above mentioned, to have been paid 
into the Exchequer. To: this point, amongft others, we 
examined George Rofe, Efq; Secretary to the Tax-office ; 
John Fordyce, Efqg; Receiver Genera] for Scotland; Wil- 
liam Mitford, Efq; Receiver General for the county of Snf- 
fex ; Thomas Allen, Efq; Receiver General for part of the 
county of Somerfet; Tho. Walley Partington, Efq; Re- 
eeiver General for the counties of Northampton and Rut- 
land, and town of Northampton; and George Rowley, 
Efq; Receiver General for the county of Huntingdon. 
In thefe examinations, two reafons are afligned for this 
detention of the public money 5 one is, the difliculty of pro- 
‘‘ehring remittances to London, eipecially from the dittant 
counties; the other is, the infufficiercy of the ialary of two- 
pence in the pound, allowed the Receives:.by the land-tax 
and other aéis, upon the fume paid by bim into the Exche- 
quer, to anfwer the trouble, rifk, and expence, attending 
his office; to fupply which, and to render the employment 
worth having, he has been accuftomed to retain in his hands 


ared, that of the land-tax, window, and) 





a confiderable part of thefe dutics, for the purpofe of his 
own advantage. 

Asan cxamination into the manner and charge of colleS- 
ing and remitting, iman office of receipt, fimilar in its cir- 
cumitences, might enable us to form fome judgmeut of the 
validity of thefe reafons; we directed our enquiries td the 
colle&tion and remittance of the duties of Excife. 

For this purpofe,,we examined Goulfton Bruere, firft Ge- 
neral Accountant, Richard Paton, Efg; fecond General Ac- 
countant in that office; Mr Richard. Richardfon, Colleétor 
of Excifé for the Hertford colle&ion; Mr Thomas Ball, 
Collector.of E-xcife for the Bath colleGtions and Geo. Row- 
ley, Efq; whe ts Collector of Excife for Bedford collection, 
as well as. Receiver (General of the land-tax for the county of 
Huntingdon; and George Lewis Scott, Efq; one of the 
Comniiffioners of Excife. We procured too from that of- 
fice an account of the grofs aad nett produce of the Excife 
received by each Colleftor for the year 1779; in which it 
appears, that the grofs produce amounted to the fum of 
three millions, feven hundred and fourteen thoufand, feven 
hundred and feventy-one pounds, fixteen fhillings, and an 
halfpenny,, exclufive of the ‘receipt at’ the Excife Office in 
London, paid in-by the perfons charged, without the inter- 
vention of Collector ; which grofs ffm being, as we appre- 
hend, confiderably more than the amount of the duties paid 
to the Receivers General, is colleéted.in England and 
Wales, by fafty:three ColleGtors, being only two more than 
the number of Receivers General of the land-tax, including 
Scotland. 

From thefe lah examinations we learn, that each Collec-, 
tor of Excife goes his rounds eight times in the year; that 
he remits the whole of his nett colle€tion in every round to 
the Excife Office, chiefly by bills at twenty-one days after 
date in the counties near London, at thirty days in the more 
remote counties,and at fifty or fixty days in the moft diftant,, 
and none at a longer date; that he is continually remitting 
during his round ; and, within a week after it. is finithed, 
ferids up by a balance-bill all that remains of the duties col- 
le&ted by him in that round; that he finds no difficulty io 
procuring bills, could return more money by the fame me- 
thod, and.is never fuffered,to keep any money in his hands. 

Each Collector is paid a falary of one hundred and twen- 
ty pounds a-year, fubjeét to deduétions amounting to one 
thilling and nine pence, in the pound, and is allowed perqui- 
fites to about one-hnadred*pounds a-year more, and gives fe- 
curity for five thoufatd pounds. 

We endeavoured to form fome computation of the lofs, 
fuftained by the public from the detention of the moaey by 
the Receivers General ; and, for that purpofe, we called for 
an account of the quarterly returns made by them to the tax 
office ; from whence it appears, that the average fum in their 
hands, from the 5th of July 1778 (when the mode was a- 
dopted of tranfmitting the accounts on oath) to the 7th of 
July lait, amounted. to three hundred thirty-four thoufand 
and fixty-one pounds: the intereft of which, at four per 
cent. being thirten thoufand three hundred fixty-two pounds 
a-year, we conczive the public have been obliged to pay, for 
want of the ufeof their own money. 

But the loft has been not of intereft only ; the revenue 
itfelf has fuffered. For, by an account of the arrears and 
defaulters of the land-tax and other duties from the year 
1756, which we called-for from the Tax-office, thofe arrears 
in the hands of the defanlters, not included in the fir certi- 
ficate, appear toramoefit 'to‘one hundred and thirteen thou- 
fand one hundred and fixty-one pounds, feven fhillings, and 


“two pence halfpeuny, of which twenty-four thoufand, two 


hundred and fifty-feven pounds, feven thillings, and wwo- 
pence three farthings is actually lo upon compofition ; of 
the remainder, part is in a courfe of legal proceedings, and 
the recovery of a great part doubtful; Whereas, by a return 
which we required from the Commiffmuners of Excife, for 
the fame period, we find there have been no arrears or de- 
faulters among the officers of . Excife, except in one inftance 
to the amount of three thoufand fix hundred pounds, 

From this comparative view of the modes of collecting 
and remitting thefe different duties, and of the advantages 
accruing to the Receiver and Collector from their feveral 
employments, we are induced to think, that the Receiver Ge- 
neral of the land-tax is not warranted in his detention of the 
public money, cither by the difficulty of procuring bills, or 
by the infufliciency of his falary. 

Suppofing, however, the difficulty of procuring bills really 
to exift, though it might occafion fome delay in the remit- 
tance, it yet is no juilification of the Receiver for conftantly 
keeping a large balance in his band; and, admitting the 
poandage not to be an equivalent for his pains, yet, we are 
of opinion, that the prefent mcde of fupplying the deficien- 
cy, by permitting him to with! old the duties, is injurions to 
the public, and ought to be difc ontinued. 

The reveave fhould come from the pocket of the fubje& 
directly into.the Exchequer; but, to permiy receivers to re- 
tain it in their hands, exprefsly for thee own ‘advantage, isto 
furnifh them with the irangeft motive for withholding it, 
A private interelt is created, in direct oppofition to that of 
the public. Government is compelled to have recourfe to 
expenfive loans; and the revenue itfelf is finally endangered. 

We are therefore of opinion, that there are no fervices to 
which the faid fum of fix hundred fifty-feven thoufand four 
hundred pounds, thirteen fhillings and four pence, is or may 
be applicable in the hands of the Receivers General of the 
land-tax, or of the reprefentatives of fuch of them as are 
dead ; and that it is not proper to leave any part of it in 
their refpeétive hands ; but thatthe fame, or fo much there- 
of as how remains. with them, aught to be paid intothe Ex- 
chequer, at fuch times, and by fuch inftallments as may be 
thought reafonable, after a practice of fo long continuance, 
and as fhall be confiftent with Meh engagements as may have 
been entered iato with any particular receivers,
